PROTECT IN PLACE FICUS MYSORENSIS: 


Pros: 


Cons: 


Tree characteristics = Ficus mysorensis is a tropical fig native to Southeast Asia. It can 
grow up to 100 feet, has excessive fruit (1.5" - 2.5" size), leaf litter, extensive buttressing 
root systems and is pollinated by small wasps that lay their eggs inside the figs. 

The fruit (figs) are present all year long with two major crops a year. When the figs aren't 
continually picked up they cause bug problems and give off a rotten fruit smell to the 
area. The figs also cause a sliding factor when stepped on and the public has the 
potential of falling. The leaves are 6" - 10" long and have a heavy shed during the spring 
causing increased maintenance. The root systems can reach 30' in diameter or more 
and 90% of the roots are above ground which can cause tripping hazards in an urban 
outdoor space. 


Historical aspects of this specific tree need further investigation. 


Stature of tree is majestic, sprawling and creates space 

Reduced the need of replanting additional trees for shade 

Reduces the amount of irrigation needed — tree is practically xeriscape 
Fruit litter / Fruit wasp danger / Fruit slipping & tripping hazard 

Large leaf shedding 

High & continual maintenance needed to keep ground plain clean 

Bug problems / Rotten fruit smell 

Existing and continued buttressing roots 


Not originally planted with Library in 1960 


PROTECT IN PLACE JACARANDA: 


New trees can be added if required. This existing Jacaranda is not pruned ideally and 
may interrupt the evolving design. Currently, due to an additional door from the library, 
landscape was looking to extend fence northward to accommodate trellis & seating 


area. Landscape may seek approval to remove existing Jacaranda and possibly plant 3 


other Jacarandas in its place (?). Landscape can work with Page & Turnbull for 


historical placements & quantities. 
REMOVE QUEEN PALM: 
Noted 
UTILIZE CONCRETE INSTEAD OF PAVERS, ASPHALT, DG: 
Noted- Alternate accent paving material will be investigated 
Noted- Landscape will work with Civil & design team to update vehicular drive to concrete 
Noted- DG can be removed 
PLANT PALETTE REVISIONS: 
Planting list will be reevaluated 
Plants noted on plan are already considered appropriate for a Mediterranean climate 


Landscape requests P.W. to please identify the undesirable properties of the agave’s 


and purple hearts so that we may stay clear of those moving forward. 

Palo Verde will be removed 

Shrub heights will be reevaluated and kept to a 4’-0” height 
IRRIGATION: 


Number of stations are already identified on the valve callouts on LA-3.0. However, 


additional callout can be added to controller spec. in irrigation legend. 


Due to the location of the controller, Landscape specified a wall mount, however, a 


pedestal mount can easily be specified in coordination with PW. 


Trees already have bubblers and are on separated valves from shrubs as seen on LA- 
3.0. However, Landscape can work with PW on specific types of bubblers to fit the City’s 


needs. 


Noted- City Standard Detail for the backflow device shall replace Landscapes detail
